Guid Reserve Is Low oath. the President 

May Find Justification tn Playing inte 


Present Condition of: Treasury. 


WasHINGToN, D. C., March 7.—[ 
Mr. Cileveland’s administration

During his former 
administration Mr. Cleveland held that the 
hundred million was a sacred reserve—not to 
be touched under any circumstances. If he 
stands by this position, and it is intimated 
that he will, there is nothing ahead except to 
issue bonds or to demand payment of cus- 
toms duties in gold.

When Mr, Cleveland made his dedleration 


last Saturday it was remarked that in some 
quarters it would be construed as ap invita- 
tion for the New York financiers, who have 
been demanding bonds, to contrive a situa- 
tion which would make their issuance neces- 
sary. Those who believed that the present 
situation is largely artificial find 
for their belief in the statement that while two 
million went out today it will be met crossing 
the ocean by gold shipped from France to a 
New York firm. This does not seem to indi- 
eate that there is a natural drain from this 
country. 

However, before Mr. Carlisle became Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, statéments were made 
very definitely that he stood ready to issue 
bonds if the gold reserve got down to the 
neighborhood of $100,000,000. 

Consider the Authority Ample. 
When it became apparent that the Sherman

could not pass, the statement was given out 
that neither he nor Mr. Cleveland cared about 
it anyhow, as they were satisfied that the 
Treasury had ample authority under the ex- 
isting law to issue bonds. This was the opin- 
ion of Judge Gresham, and it is the one held 
by leading lawyers and tinanciers in Congress. 

Mr. Cleveland and his advisers entertain no 
doubts about their authority. The only 
question is, under what circumstances bonds 


should be issued. It is believed that the

CARLISLE BEULES THE TREASURY. 
Ex-Secretary Foster Says That He Has As- 
sumed Great Responsibilities, , 

Wasuinerox, D.C.,’ March 7.—Seoretary 
Carlisle, accompanied by his son, Logan Gar- 
lisle, arrived at the Treasury Department at 
11:45 a. m. and was immediately ushered into 
the office of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Ex-Secretary Foster and his private secretary, 
Mr. Wynn, received the new Secretary, and 
Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Foster entered into pri- 
vate conversation, ex-Secretary Foster escort- 
ing Secretary Carlisle to the chair at the Sec 
retary’s desk and himself taking a chair at the 
side. 

Ex-Secretary Charles Foster said this even- 
ing that the Treasury was down to bedrock 
when turned over to the new Secretary today. 
Mr. Carlisle finds himself confronted with a 
great responsibility to maintain the gold basis, 
and a man of less ability might find the task 
a very difficult one. It is probable that be- 
fore he has been two days in his office ‘he will 
find it necessary to choose between issuing 
bonds and trenching upon the gola reserve. 

Down to the Gold Reserve. 

The ex-Secretary said that the department 
was now practically down to the gold reserve, 
there being less than two million of free gold. 
He did not regard the situation as alarming, 
however, as all the excitement about the gold 
shipments appeared to have subsided. It was, 
he said, a better condition than he expected 
to find at this time, and did not look so alarm- 
ing as it did a week or more ago, 

Without saymg in so many words, he ir- 
timated that Mr. Carlisle would have to trench 
upon the $100,000,000 gold reserve or else issue 
bonds. 

When asked if he did not think bonds would 
have to be isaued, he replied that Mr. Carlisle 
might, instead, use some of the reserve. He 
did not want to make any predictions as to 
what his successor would do, but he was con- 
fident that he would be able by some means 
to preserve the gold basis by meeting all de- 
mands for gold made upon the department. 
He said that Mr. Carlisle undoubtedly had a 
right to use a part of the gold reserve, if he 
needei todoso. Besides the gold reserve, Mr. 
Foster said that he would turn over to the 
new Secretary about $29,000,000, consisting of 
national bank reserve, subsidiary coins, and 
disbursing officers’ balances. Against this are 
all the outstanding drafts, covering most of it, 
but not liable to be presentec for payment at 
once. 

**Congress,”’ he said, “should have increased 
the whisky tax 50 cents and given us a chance 
to replenish our stock ot money. ‘The fact 
is,”’ he added, “that the démand for gold is 
perfectly regular. It is not speculative. It is 
the natural demand, foreign countries need- 
ing the goid. The only thing artificial or spec- 
ulative in the situation was the effort made to 
keep the gold here. Our bankers borrowed 
$10,000,000 of gold to keep it here. That, of 
course, was to keep the market.steady and 
not to meet business demands. However, 
there is nearly $500,000,000 of gold in this 
country, the public mind is comparatively 
easy, and I have no doubt that Mr. Carlisle 
will be able to put himself in a4 position to 
meet all demands for gold.” 


REPORTS ON THE TREASURY, 


Majority and Minority Statements of Inter- 
est at This Juncture. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March7.—The majority 
and minority reports of the Commuttee on 
Ways and Means on the investigation into the 
condition of the Treasury made by the com- 
mittee were today completed and sent to the 
printer. Appended to the majority report, 
prepared by Representative Springer, is a 
copy of the statements sent to the committee 
by the Treasury Department, and of the testi- 
mony taken on the subject. Mr. Springer 
his report says: :

Mode of Averaging Deficiencies.

the majority that during the last two or three 
years a new policy bad been inaugurated, and 
bills for public buildings, lighthouses, etc., no 
longer receive direct appropriations and are now 
largely carried in the sundry civil bill, so that the 
total of the last miscellaneous appropriations 
amounted to about $3,000,000, more than half of 
which was for the World’s Fair. On the basis of 
the statement of the Secretary of the Treasury it 
would seem that the amount of either surplus or 
deficiency in the Treasury June 30, 1594, would be 
vory small. The revenue from customs on the 
basis of the percentage of increase each year 
ought to be larger than estimated by $11,000,000. 
Certainly there is no justification whatever for 
the majority's deficiéncy estimate at the close of 
1894 of thirty to forty millions. 

The remarks of the majority relative to the 
sinking fund are commented on as follows: 

This credit could not be made to that fund from 
the current revenues of this year without in- 
creasing our taxation sufficiently to retire $50,000,- 
000 of bonds per annum. Do the majority of the 
committee advocate any such scheme? Other 
wise, why do they bring the matter into the re 
port. for they certainly know that prior to July 1, 
1891, the requirements of this act had been antici 
pated by uearly one billion of dollars. 

In conclusion the minority says: 

Wecannot escape the conciusion that the ma- 
jority of the committee have, whether intention- 
ally or not, put the worst possible phase upon the 
condition of the Treasury, overlooking the im- 
portant points in the statement of the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the experts examined in ar- 
riving at their unwarrantable conclusions.

FORTY YEARS IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


Frank Stensel and Mrs. Bieschke Convicted 
of the Murder of the Latter’s Husband. 
Frank Stensel and Mrs. Anastasia Bieschke 

were yesterday convicted of the murder of 

John Bieschke, the woman’s husband, and 

each sentenced to a term of forty years iu the 

peniteatiary. 

The crime with which they are charged was 
committed at Forty-seventh and Paulina 
streets in July last, when John Bieschke was 
shot on his own doorstep. His wife and 
Stensel, who boarded with them, were 
arrested, charged with the murder. The trial 
has been going on before Judge Adams for 
two weeks. 

The case was given to the jury at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. It was 9o’clock when the 
jurors announced that they had agreed on a 
verdict, and Judge Adams was summoned. 
‘The prisoners were orought into court and the 
face of each depicted anxiety. 

Slowly the jurors filed to their seats. They 
were asked by the court if they had agreed 
upon a verdict. An affirmative reply was 
given by the foreman and the clerk read the 
verdict. Phe jury found the defendants guilty 
af murder, ata fixed their punishment at forty 
years each in the penitentiary. Neither of the 
defendants betrayed any signs of emotion as 
the verdict was read, beyond a slight expres- 
sion of “© !” which escaped Mrs. Bieschke’s 
lips. They both expect a new trial,

FEDERAL OFFICERS FOR CHICAGO. 

It is reported from Washington that “Sen- 
ator Palmer, Oongressmen Durborow, Mc- 
Gann, Goldzier, and Mesers. Samuel B. Chase, 
Dennis J. Hogan, John P. Hopkins, Joha 
‘Cooper, and Daniel J. Corkery held a consul- 

tation Monday afternoon about the distribu- 
tion of some of the principal offices in llli- 
nois.” And weare told that ‘the discussion 
was not so much about the men to fill the 
places as it was about the regular Democratic 
organizations of the State,” that the men to 
be recommended should be “such as would 
render further service to the party in the 
future. These, it appears, are the Democratic 
workers’ views of civil service reform, and 
President Cleveland is expected to conform to 
them. 

Perhaps the President has not quite forgot- 
ten his experience in his former term in re- 
gard to Illinois appointments. He then con- 
formed to some extent to the workers’ views. 
The result was not encouraging. His appoint- 
ments for Northern Illinois especially were 
most unfortunate. The administration of the 
Chicago Postoffice, for instance, was ineffi- 
dient. There were weekly investigations. 
There was a scandal each month. Cleveland’s 
defeat by Harrison in Cook County in 1888 
may be attributed in part to his bad selections 
ot Federal officeholders here. He must do 
better this time or be even more severely con- 
demned. 

Since he was President the officers appoint- 
ed by Mr. Harrison for Chicago have shown 
how the Federal offices here can be honorably, 
honestly, and efficiently managed, the defects 
of the Democratic system avoided, and the 
civil service law faithfully observed. The ad- 
ministration of the postoffice under Col. Sex- 
ton has been as admirable and as satisfactory 
as it was inefficient and irresponsible during 
the Cleveland term. Collector Clark’s admin- 
istration of the Custem-House has won the 
praise of all those who had to do business 
there, and the superior management of the 
Internal Revenue Office is demonstrated by 
the larger receipts from aimost every line of 
business coming under i isdiction. 

The President will find it mo easy matter to 
find Democrats who will make as acceptable, 
‘as successful, sr as efficient Federal officers 
for Chicago as Messrs. Sexton, Clark, etc. He 
will not find them among the “ workers ” of 
his party. The people have been led to ex- 
pect mach from President Cleveland during 
his present term. As he will have the advice 
of so able, so careful, and so observant a Chi- 
cegoan as Secretary Gresham, the people of 
this city hope that the Federal appointments 
in Chicago will be first-class in every respect. 
If they are not there will be sharp and bitter 
disappointment. 


THE TRACK ELEVATION ORDINANCE. 

President Blackstone of the Chicago and 
Alton road has written to Mayor Washburne 
asking him to construe for him some of the 
provisions of the ordinance passed recently 
requiring the elevation by 1899 of all the 
steam railroad tracks in Chicago. If the 
Alton conformed to its provisions it would 
have to raise its tracks between Madison and 
Lumber, or Eighteenth street, so that there 
would be at least sixteen feet head room be- 
tween the established grade of streets and the 
superstructure of the elevated tracks. Mr. 
Blackstone being perplexed in the extreme 
asks: 

Every street on which there is a bridge over the 
river crosses the tracks by a viaduct. Such 
tracks, as well as all others, are by the terms of 
the ordinance required to be removed; and, if 
an elevated road is constructed in lieu thereof, I 
am unable to understand from the ordinance 
whether its elevation is to be determined by the 

of the streets as established wover river 
bridges and viaducts or by the grades of certain 
short streets at a lower elevation. If the latter is 
to govern, then grade crossings will be created at 
the several] streets where viaducts Lave been con- 
structed, unless such viaducts are removed. 

If such viaducts are removed it will be found 
that unless the elevation of the river. bridges is 
changed and made so low that tugs and canal 
boats cannot pass under them, it will be im- 
possible for travel over the bridges to pass under 
the elevated tracks. If the established street 
grades over the river bridges and viaducts are to 
govern, the tracks on the elevated road must be 
from forty to fifty feet higher than the present 
tracks on which are located depete and many 
private industries. Will you kindly advise me 
whether the executive department of the city 
government will so construe the ordinance as to 
require the specified sixteen feet in the clear 
above the lower or above the higher street grades 
referred to? 

Mayor Washburne showed no sympathy with 
Mr. Blackstone’s longing for information, 
stating that his own term was about to expire, 
and that the question wa#one which his suc. 
cessor would have to pass on. That was about 
as good an answer as he could make. 

Mr. Blackstone knows perfectly well that it 
is impracticable for the roads to build 
elevated tracks sixteen feet higher than 
the street approaches to the river bridges. So 
do all who have thought of the subject. To 
remodel the approaches and the bridges at the 
river, and bring them down to something like 
the original grade would cost the city im- 
mensely, and would result in a new set of 
complications hiuted at by Mr. Blackstone. 
One of two things will have to be done in 
dealing with the tracks along the South 
Branch, as far south as Twenty-second street, 
and perhaps as faras Bridgeport, and with 
those which parallel the North Branch as far 
as Fullerton avenue. The first is to buiid via- 
cuets over the tracks on all the main bridge 
streets, the roads to pay for the superstruct- 
ures, and for the land damages. The other is 
for the railways concerned to take up their 


and move their passenger and freight depots 
south of Twenty-second street and as far 
north as Fullerton avenue. Were this done 
the public would be put to great inconvenience 
and daily loss, while the railroads would re. 
ceive serious injury, 
Furthermore, if Mr. Biackstone were to go 
into court and plead that he ought not to be 
foreed to lift his tracks to some dizzy height 
in the air in order to make the street crossings 
safe when the same desirable object could be

attention of the roads to the question of the 
safety of human life at street crossings, end 
has madé them see that it is necessary for 
them to act. Mr. Blackstone says in his let- 
ter: “ It is important to this company that its 
directors shall know atthe earliest practicable 
moment what the city intends to require of 
it,”’ No road has been in the habit of speak- 
ing as meekly as that. When requested to do 
anything by the city it has generally refused 
plumply, or paid no attention. The railways 
are discovering that the city is greater than 
all of them put together. 

The ordinance which so disturbs the Presi- 
dent of the Alton is merely a positive, u 
revocable deciaration on the part of the city 
that its citizens aust no Jonger be murdered 
or maimed at grade crossings, and that there 
must be a speedy end of those offenses— 
roughly and forcibly if the roads will have it 
so, pleasantly and good-naturedly if they so 
choose, There will be no difficulty about ar- 
ranging details if the roads will loyally and 
heartily accept the principle of the ordinance, 


THE CASE AGAINST THE GERMAN FAD. 

It appears that the Committee on School 
Management, through its Chairman, Inspector 
Brenan, has asked for the opinion of the Su. 
perintendent and of the Assistant Superin- 
tendents of the schools concerning the fads, 
and especially the German one. Mr. Brenan’s 
question was: . 

What is your opinion concerning the propriety 
of retaining the study of German ia the primar» 
grades of the public schools of the city, taking 
into consideration the number of double divie- 
ions, the school life of the pupils in these grades: 
and the time afforded them for study of the En“ 
glish branches? 

But why did Mr. Brenan limit his question 
asto the study of German in the primary 
grades? Does he not know that it is as much 
of a nuisance in the gram mar grades as it is in 
the primary ones? One of the Assistant Super- 
intendents, Capt. Sabin, has had the courage 
to say that “German should not be taught 
until the high schoolis reached.”” No doubt, 
if the question were put directly to the other 
Assistant Superintendents, they would have 
answered muchin the same way that Capt. 
Sabin did. As it is, the question was put in a 
half-heatted way, and it has reovived but half. 
hearted answers. The Superintendents don’t 
care to offend the German members of the 
School Board. Mr. Lane said: “* The general 
good of the schools would be best subserved 
by having the study of German commenced in 
the grammar grades.” He recommends that 
German be dropped in the primary grades. 

Would Mr. Lane kindly inform a somewhat 
curious public how the good of the schools is 
subserved by having German taught in any of 
the grades below the high school? Leslie 
Lewis is more candid and to the point. He 
said: “I think German should not be re- 
tained in the primary grades.” He would 
doubtless have said that German should not 


be retained in the grammar grades if he were 


questioned as to that. When Supt. Hannan 
was asked by Mr. McLaren if he would rec- 
ommend the discontinuance of the study of 
German in the primary grades he answered, 
“ Yes, sir.” Why did not Mr. McLaren pur- 
sue the subject further and ask whether Ger- 
man should be taught in the gram mar grades? 
Did he guess what the answer would be? 

Mrs. Young is already on record against the 
teaching of German in the primary grades and 
Miss Hastney says: 

I think the time spent on German could be used 
to better advantage in the primary grades, basing 
my belief on the length of time the child remains 
in school, a large number of scholars leaving at 
the fourth grade. : 

“Mr. Kirk,” we are told by the Heraid, 
“ was the only one to favor it (German) point- 
blank.’’ It would be interesting to know why 
Mr. Kirk “favors it.” Is the reason con- 
nected, as Miss p's is, with “ miad develop- 
ment’ or the “development” of Mr. Kirk’s 
salary, which is considerably less than that of 
any other Assistant Superintendent? 

Not the least of the demoralizing effects of 
the fads in the public schools is their debasing 
influence on ‘he officials of the School Board. 
They are afraid to express their honest opin- 
ions about them, lest they may offend some of 
the faddist members. They pretend to favor 
the fads in order to obtain favor with the 
school inspectors who support them. Their 
subserviency is frequently rewarded. But 
how are the school children to be taught to be 
independent, truthful, candid, and conscien- 
tious if the chief officers of the schools do not 
set them an example? 


CANAL COMMISSIONERS AFRAID TO ACT. 

The Canal Commissioners were asked long 
ago by the Drainage Trustees to turn over to 
them, in accordance with the law, that part of 
the canal between Bridgeport and Summit. 
Instead of replying the former ran to the At- 
torney-General and asked for his advice. 
They got it, Monday they held a meeting, 
but instead of feplying to the Trustees they 
decided to go to Springfield in a week or two 
and confer with the Governor. Evidently the 
Commissioners wish to shirk all responsibil- 
ity and throw the onus of a decision on the 
Governor. They would rather that he should 
be the one to antagonize the people of Chica- 
go if their interests are to be sacrificed. 

It is unnecessary to bother the Governor 
with a Very simple matter. All that the Com- 
pnissioners are required to do is to allow the 
Trustees to widen and deepen the canal be- 
tween the points indicated. When that work 
s done the Commissioners will resume com- 
plete control. As the Bridgeport-Summit 
section will be a part of the canal they can 
charge tolls over it unless the State says 
otherwise. As for the Drainage Trustees they 
can charge no tolls for the use of any part of 
their channel for purposes of navigation, 
Therefore if the Trustees are forced to build 
an independent channel from Joliet to the 


lake, navigable its entire length, what will-be 


the amount of the tolls collected on the canal 
this side of Joliet? The greater the number 
of miles of the canal used for drainage pur- 
poses the better for the canal. As for the 
docks and wharves about which the Commis- 
sioners are so solicitous, their value for some 
time to come will be so small that it is not 
worth fighting about them. 

Yet as the Commissioners, not knowimg 
what to do, or afraid to do anything, have 
seen fit to throw the responsibility on the Gov- 
ernor, he cannot afford to shirk it. He must 
act, and that promptly. Too much time has 
been thrown away already. The contractors 
should have been at work on the canal long 
before this. It is impossible to tell now when 
they will begm operations on that part of the 
work which is of the most importance dmg

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THE PRESIDENT AND THE FAIR. 

It has been stated quite positively for some 
time that the President would not call an 
extra session of Congress earlier than Septe m- 
ber. Tt has been asserted within afew days 
that he would not cali Congress together at 
all, but would wait tili i¢ met in December. 
Yet the language used by President Cleveland 
day before yesterday, when given an official 
invitation to open the World’s Fair May 1, 
seems to indicate that the President thinks 
that he may haveto be comaitiamg with 
Congress about that time. . 

It is the earnest desire, not merely of the 
Exposition Board of Directors, but of all 
Chicagoans and Iilinoisaus, that the Presi- 
dent of the United States should be here when 
that great Pair is opened, which will be one 
of the landmarks of American history, 
They want him, his wife, and his child, and 
his Cabinét officers from Sectetary Gresham 
down to Secretary Morton. These honored 
visitors shall have a hearty welcome, They 
shall not be bored to death by speeches, no 
matter who is Mayor, and they shall not be 
pestered to make speeches. They shall be 
permitted to enjoy themselves in their own 
way. 

When the World’s Fair representatives 
called on the President to tender their invita- 
tion his reply was that— 

While he desired te be in Chicago on the occa- 
sion of the opening of the Expositioh—still he 
knew they would appreciate the labor which 
would be entailed upon him about that time. He 
wanted it distinctly understood that if he came to 
Chicago in May -it would be merely to per 
form a duty.and not for a frolic or to wasty any 
more time than was absolutely necessary. 

“I trast implicitly that you will see to it that 
I have as few temptations thrown in my way as 
possible if I conclude to visit your city. There 
will be a'great deal of work for me in Washing- 
ton about the time you have selected for me to 
visit you, and I must get back just as soon as pos- 
sible to the White House. I would like, there- 
fore, that any arrangements contemplated will fix 
the time of my departure from Chicago for the 
evening of the day of my arrival.” 

It will be seen that the most he promises is 
that he will reach here in the morning and 
leave at night. That would not give him 
time enough to see the Fair, to say nothing of 
looking through a city which he has not visit- 
ed for over six years. So brief and unsatis- 
factory a call would have to be compensated 
for by a longer one during the cool, refresh- 
ing summer, 

What is that “ great deal of work” which 
the President anticipates will claim his atte n 
tion nearly two months hence? It cannot be 
the distribution of the offives, for most of the 
foreign Ministers, bureau chiefs, and assist- 
ant secretaries will be selected by that time.. 
Even if they were not the President would 
not allow euch a little thing to stand between 
him and a great national matter like the Fair. 
It is not likely that he has any reason to 
think the silver or gold question will demand 
specially his personal presence in Washington 
on the Ist of May any more than on the Ist of 
April, and if he took his Cabinet with him he 
could attend to business of any kind here just 
as well as in Washiigton. No harm would be 
done by establishing a temporary seat of gov- 
ernment in Chicago. He and Mr. Carlisle 
could draft their tariff vill here as well as on 
the banks of the Potomac. 

There can be nothing which would make it 
difficult or per “auwise for him to leave 
Washington about: of May, except the 
fact that Congress Was in session discussing 
the revenues, the currency, the tariff, and the 
pensions. In that case, the Democratic party 
being as divided in sentiment as it is, it would 
not be judicious for the President to leave the 
capital for more than three or four brief days. 
It does seein, therefore, as if in spite of asser- 
tions to the contrary the President has not 
made up his mind that he will not call an ex- 
tra session, but is rather inclined to the belief 
that he will have to do so, especially if there 
should be any falling off in the revenues or 
any increased draft on the stock of gold in the 


Treasury. 
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FOR CLEAN THOROUGHFARES. 

The latest draft of an ordinance designed to 
provide for effective cleaning of the streets 
and alleys of this city may be presumed to be 
an improvement upon its predecessors. It 
was prepared by a committee consisting of 
Aldermen and prominent private citizens in- 
terested in the promotion of cleanliness in the 
thoroughfares, is understood to have the sanc- 
tion of the Council Judiciary committee, and 
will be reported by that committee with rec- 
ommendation for its passage. It provides for 
the establishment of a bureau of street and 
alley cleaning, with a Superintendent at its 
head and such inspectors and employés as the 
Council may prescribe and establish. It pro- 
vides that in case of emergency or necessity 
the Superintendent of the bureau may in his 
discretion advertise for proposals for doing 
the work. 

The last named feature seems to have been 
introduced for tne purpose of meeting an oft- 
cited difficulty in the way of having all the 
work done by the city without the aid of con- 
tractors. The city does not own the material 
necessary toa plant for performing the task, ex- 
cept for the scavenger work in the First Ward, 
and may not be able at once to spare the mon- 
ey required for such an outlay as would pro- 
vide for cleaning all over the city. The per- 
mission to let contracts where necessary 
would allow the city to continue operations 
in the First Ward and extend them as fast as 
possible over all the rest, the work being done 
by contract only in such areas as could not 
be cleaned for the time being by the munic- 
ipal authorities. The period required for car- 
rying out the gradual substitution would then 
be determined by the amounts available at 
different times for the purchase of plant. If 
sufficient money were at command to enable 
the city to organize a complete scavenger 
force right away there would be no occasion 
to advertise for proposals by contractors. 
And in any event they would not be kept at 
work in any of the wards after it was. found- 
their services could be dispensed with. 

The value of the change would depend alto- 
gether upon the efficiency and honesty of the 
muvicipal administration. It may be accept- 
ed as axiomatic that it would be uo cheaper to 
hire a lot of loafers directly than to pay the 
money tocontractors, A careless Superin- 
tendent, anxious only to draw his pay, and 
willing to propitiate the placemen by having 
under him such a lot of sticks, would be no 
improvement on the contractor. But if the 
same business methods were adopted for the 
cleaning of the streets and alleys as are em- 
ployed by the average merchant and manu- 
facturer a vast saving in cost might be se- 
cured, with @ radical improvement in the 
shape of work done. To put it briefly, “ twice 
the work could be accomplished for little 
more than half the money.”’ 

For this reason the citizen taxpayers who 
want clean thoroughfares and will have to 
foot the bills have this spring more cause 
than ever before to nominate and vote for 
honest, capable men in the City Goverament. 
If the Mayor, heads of departments, and Al- 
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even suftnised it will be possibie to land 
an arméd force by means of balloons 
in the midst of the enemy’s country with 
deadly effect equal to that caused by the send- 
ing of the wooden horse within the walls of 
Troy. If the OCourrter de Chicago be well in- 
formed in the matter all these are idle fears. 
A Russian is stated to have prodticed a vast 
improvement on the burning mirrors of Arch- 
imedes. He can focus the rays of the sua in 
such force as alniost instaftly to set fire to 
anything combustible at a distance of more 
than three miles. It is suggested that the only 
way in which a balloon could avoid being thus 
set on fire would be to carry a parasol com- 
posed of incombustible material, or travel 
ouly in the night time. It may be remarked 
of this that a scheme which looks well in 
theory is not always practicable. The reflect- 
ing surface necessary to cause ignition at the 
distance ofa yard would have to be multiplied 
by twenty-eight millious in order to set fire to 
a balloon at the distance stated, and it is more 
than possible some hitch would occur in the 
carrying out of the program if ever it were 
attempted to focus the light from such a vast 
total of mirror surface upon a single point. 


A nuwerarse published in Council Bluffs 
professes to be “in favor of the tpbuiiding

It is not arguing in the iaterest of the people 
of Iowa when it gives poor reasons why they 
should want free silver coinage and then 
denounces foreign. bankers who, it alleges, 
desire to drain off our gola “and 
force us to a silver standard.” If the 
editor of the paper in question really desires 
to become a power in the land and work for 
the good of the State in which his paper is 
published he will cease to quote as truths 
lies long since known to be such and stop 
pleading for what he must know would bea 
monometallic silver standard, which would 
reduce by not less than one-third the buying 
power of every dollar held and owned in 
Iowa. as well as in other States of the Union. 
He will admit that silver is now being pro- 
duced far more plentifully and cheaply than 
a quarter of a century ago, and cannot be re- 
stored to the old parity of sixteen to one by 
any legislative act so long as the comimeércial 
world buys and sells twenty-five ounces of sil- 
ver for one ounce of gold. He might as well 
argue in favor of paying war prices for print- 
ing paper as for the present rating of silver as 
worth $1.29 per ounce. The white metal is 
not worth that price, and the arguments of 
country newspapers and owners of silver 
mines cannot change the fact.

The officials of the various fraternities all 
pronounce the bill an evil and denounce the 
men who are supposed to be ‘behiad it, Frank 
N., Gage sent word from Springfield yesterday 
to C. A. Warren of the Royal League, asking 
assistance in defeatang it.

Regulars Also Denounce It. 

The General Managers of the regular life 
insurance companies are not worrying over the 
bill.

FOR THE POST. 


His Friends Find Confirmation for the Be- 


lef in His Resiguing the Presidency of 
the Manhattan Club—Ambition of the 
Club to Exert a Great Power Politically

New Yorg, March 7.—[Special.] —Forsome 
reason which is probably political those who 
are to be feasted Thursday even at the 
Manhattan club asthe guests of ck 
Coudert have wished to keep this antertain- 
ment a secret until after it has occurred. _ Mr. 
Coudert recently sent invitations to the gov- 
ernors of this club asking them to dine with 
him on the evenimg of March 9, that 
he probably should have at that time 
thing of importance to communicate. “Likely 
it was the fact that he had such message to 
deliver that led those invited to pledge one 
another to secrecy.

Ex-Mayor Hewitt’s Socialistia Speech, 

Ex-Mayor Hewitt at the dedication last 
night of one of the nobiest benefactions New 
York has ever had, the United Charities’ 
Building, made a speech‘which has occasioned 
more comment today thau anything that he 
has done since his sensational career as Mayor. 
The speech reveals Mr. Hewitt at his best, 
and one of those evidences of his great ability 
which he more frequently furnis in his 
earlier career than in his | . Itwas a 
speech which had thd ring of socialism in it, 
but socialism tempered by good judgmnent. A 
multi-millionaire as he is, he deciared that 
it was the duty of the State now to 
deal with the question of unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth, to wmatitute legisia- 
tion which will tend to lessen poverty, 
and in fact to apply rigid taxation either 
directly upon property. or differentially. He 
went so far as to say that superfluous wealth 
may properly be made the subject of differen- 
tial taxation so that it would be compelled to 
contribute towards the cure of pauperism and 
the amelioration of poverty. Thatis a kind 
of talk we have heard from no rich men in 
New York. On the other hana they have been 
complaining of the residuary legatee taxation, 
and speak with horror of a proposed income 
tax graduated proportionately to the income. 
Mr. Hewitt says that the time has come when 
this is no longer a question of justice, but of 
expediency, and he declares that the next great 
social development which is near at will 
be the restraining of rapid accumulation of 
wealth and its more even distribution upon 
principles based upon justice and religion.
